JOHN MITCHELL WRITES A BOOK

OHN" MI1CHELL, president of the United Mine 


Workers and membei of the National Civic Fed- 


eration, has \\iitten a book, "Organized Labor 
Its 


Problems, Purposes and Ideals, and the Futme of the 
American Wage Earners." The impatient Job exclaimed.

had 
written 


a book " John Mitchell's adversaries will find little to com- 
fort them in his book, which will mteiest every thoughtful 
wage earner and wage payei, which is everyone In regard 
to the coal strike of 1902 Mr Mitchell admits that the 
strike was about to collapse at the beglnnjng of August, 
and that if the coal operators had taken energetic action 
at the moment the strike would have been lost. Reading 
the book, Mitchell's adversai ies may sneer, "But we knew 
all this," to which he can reasonably retort, "Yes but you 
have not thought of it again and to think deeply of it is 
most important." Here ai e a few extracts from the book. 


"The welfare of the working classes, as of society, de- 


pends upon the recognition of this principle of the right of 
employes to contract collectively. An employer, be he 
ever so well-meaning, stands in the way of future progress 
if he insists upon dealing with his woikmen 'as individ- 
uals.' " 


"Where labor is unoiganized and competition exists, 


the effect is not only felt in decreased wages, but also in 


,- longer hours, in unsanitary conditions, In the excessive 


employment of women and children, and in every possible 
abuse of the woikingman " 


"While the standard of living has iisen, it has not by 


any means kept pace with the increased piouctivity of 
labor 
The laiger product which society now obtains from 


industiy is mote than sufficient to enable the workmgman 
of the present time to maintain a highei standard of liv- 
ing. To maintain this standard he must be oiganized and 
must maintain his oigamzation thiough good and bad 
seasons " 


"The biead of the laboiei is eaten in peul of his life" 
"The victoiies of peace have then puce in dead anrl 


maimed as "well as the victoiies of wai 


"The eountues, the industries and even the individual 


establishments wheie trade xmionism is strongest aie 
those in -which machinery is applied eailiest and to the 
largest extent " 


"The ciuelty of the boycott even in its worst phases is 


as nothing as compared to the cruelty of the blacklist " 


"With a giowth of spint of mutual concession and with 


a better understanding of the needs and aspirations of both 
classes, the necessity for and the justification of the great 
majority of strikes will pass away " 


"I have no doubt, however, that with each month rela- 


'< tions will continue to impiove, and that from 1906 our 


labor conditions will be fixed annually by joint convention, 
and peace and contentment reign in the (coal) region so 
lately dlsti acted and ravished by a gieat industrial con- 
flict." 


MAKE IT A CAPITAL OFFENCE 


T 


HE crime of felonious assault upon a woman should 


be made a capital offence in every State in the 


Union. If we are not mistaken the maximum penalty in 
Nevada is twenty years imprisonment in the State prison, 
and in many of the other States it is about the same. If 
the penalty was death it would have a tendency to lessen 
that class of crime and also in some'degree cause a falling 
ofl of business in Judge Lynch's court. If the murderer is 
deserving of the gallows the brutal lavish^r merits a still 
more Ignominous and painful death, af It were possible 
under the law such to Inflict. What right-minded husband, 
father or brother would not prefer the death of the beloved 
•wife, daughter or sister to polution, pure in mind and body 
as she may be, at the hands of a monster who makes her 
a victim of his more than inhuman lust. Public opinion 
everywhere is more intensely bitter against the ravisher 
than the murderer, and more often asserts itself by lawless 
methods of vengeance upon the former than the latter 
and there is no reason why the statutory law should makp 
a distinction favorable to the more atrocious of the two 
classes of crime. We hope that our next legislature will 
lemove that distinction, so far as this State is concerned. 


A GREAT DECLINER 


T 


HE late John E. Russell might be called the great de- 


diner. Few men have refused as many offices as he. 


He has served in Congress, but declined to continue there. 
President-elect Cleveland called him to Lakewood In 1893 
and asked him to join his official family. To this Mr. Rus- 
sell replied that he dtd not care to return to Washington, 
and Mr. Cleveland replied: 
"The navy department is a 


nice, quiet place for a gentleman. Why not take It?" 
But Russell stood firm in his refusal. Cleveland also asked 
Russell if he would 'take the collectorship of Boston, and 
on his refuaa of that,5 the Itaian mission was offered him. 
Thus within nine months Mr. Russell declined a nomina- 
tion to the governorship, the post of secretary of the navy, 
the Italian mission, and the collectorship of Boston. To

American 
farm- 


ing products are artices of export, all of them. The duty 
on wheat, corn, potatoes, etc., is an absurdity and no fann- 
er possessing a gram of intelligence or common sense is 
fooled into the belief that his products were included in 
the tariff schedule for the purpose of benefitting the agri- 
cultural class. Every intelligent farmer knows, however, 
that the tariff on farming implements is for the benefit 
of the trusts and that he has to pay more at the American 
factory for his purchases in that line than is charged the 
farmer in the Interior of Germany, Italy, England or 
France. American farmers would be more favored than at 
present if a small bounty was offered on foreign importa- 
tions of farming products, and the tariff removed form 
farming implements and lowered to a reasonable amount 
on nearly every necessary of life which the farmer, as well 
as everybody else, has to buy. The farmers are beginning 
to realize that they are getting the worst of it in the tariff 
shuffle and many of them are calling loudly for a new deal.

the scarcity of money in Wall street at present is due to 
the demand for money in the West to move crops and that 
in the end money and the crops will come to New York. 


If Mr. Morgan was on the other side of the market he 


would talk differently. His statements are taken as those 
of an interested party. Carnegie says the recent shrinkage 
in Wall street values has been a good thing, a heallthy 
squeezing out of unnecessary water. If the steel trust 
stocks weie properly squeezed, would hey not yie\d much 
more water than has yet been taken out of them7 


WE are informed by the administration that it is un- 


likely that any Senators are involved in Hhe land frauds.

by Co-Operation on the 
Part of the Farmers 


Making Butter More Profit- 


able than Raising Hay 
and Feeding it to Beef 
Cattle 


Editor Journal: 
The prosperity of 


Carson valley has been written about 
so much and is therefore such an 
established fact, that 
further com- 


ment on this subject would seem 
a 


waste of time and paper. 


Yet, withal, the real causes, respon- 


sible for the development and the even- 
tual reaching of the pinnacle in due 
time, have never been fully described, 
and the principal cause of all has 
never even been mentioned, outside 
of its individual merits, towit: 
The 


Douglas County Creamery. 


To substantiate the foregoing as- 


sertion, it is necessary to give a con- 
densed history of the 
circumstances 


leading up to the creation of this bene- 
ficial industry. 


The winter of '89-'90, as will be well 


remembered, was the hardest experi- 
enced by the present i generation in 
this section of the country. The aver- 
age !os9 In stock of every descrip- 
tion in Nevada was fully 95 per cent. 
Carson valley produced a good deal 
of 
hay the 
following season, but 


where was the market for its sale? 


The prices that fall ranged from 


two to three dollars a ton in the stack 
in this valley, and in Smith valley 
a ton at $1.50 did not even find ready 
buyers. The industrious farmers con- 
sequently received no adequate re- 
turns for their outlay and labor, which 
all realized; but it was left to a select 
number of enterprising men to look 
for a remedy to ameliorate the de- 
pressed condition of the hay market. 


They convened in the spring of 1891, 


talked matters over, and the result 
was that the Carson Valley Creamery 
sprang into existence with the follow- 
ing dhectorate: 
C. M. ,Hennings<"n, 


John FYantzen, J. C. Larson, William 
Dangberg and Fred Hellwinkel. 


It is well to pass over the trials ani 


tribulalions with which this new com- 
pany was beset, chiefly due to mex- 
pei lence on the part of its promoters, 
tuined to good 
account by outside 


schemers duiing a period of two years. 
Suffice it to state, that the Carson 
Vpllpy Creamery went out of exis- 
1erce. 


A majority of the defunct concern's 


'ni-mbers had not lost heai't. 
They

many public spirited men of Carson 
vaUcy into their ranks, formed a new 
company, acquired a 12-acre trajct,

Mr. Merrlck, who has held the posi- 


tion of manager of this prosperous 
enterprise from its very beginning, 
deserves no small amount of credit 
for the steadily inci easing success of 
•pp creamery. 


The present directorate, elected on 


thp T'th of September, consists of the

The directorate, preced- 


ing1 the present one, held office for 10 
consecutive years. 


Today the corno'olion Is composed 


o? exactly forty stockl olders. 


On September 4, 1903, the opening 


day, 
12,900 pounds of milk were re- 


ceived and 617 pounds of butter real- 
ized. Just ten. years later the cream- 
ery books' show a receipt of 
31,400 


pounds of milk and a return of 1500 
pounds of butter for that 
day. 
In 


the month of August the receipts of 
milk averaged 38,000 
pounds a day 


with a corresponding amount of but- 
ter. 


The heaviest consumers of butter 


are San Francisco and Sacramento, 
but Carson, Eeno, Wadsworth 
and 


towns as far east as Eureka, Ely and 
Hamilton, are also good consumers. 


There are 15 two and four horse 


wagons running every day, averaging 
over 
2000 pounds 
of 
milk to the 


wagon. 


Not only th-e patrons of the cream- 


ery, but also all the Inhabitants of 
Carson valley and a portion of Alpine 
county, are directly or otherwise bene- 
fited by this Industry. 
At the end 


of every month a check is handed to 
each pati on for the amount of milk 
delivered, averaging 90 cents all 
the 


year round for 100 pounds. 


As he cannot use the full 50 per 


cent of the skim milk, to the return 
of which he is entitled, the dnectorate 
uses the surplus for the fattening of 
350 hogs, which 
number Is steadily 


kept on hand, one 
director having 


charge of this branch. 
The money, 


realized from the monthly sales of a 
quantity of hogs, averaging 90 head, 
constitutes the interest on the invest- 
ment of the stockholders; hence no 
dividends are paid 


To sum up, the 
Douglas County 


Creamery has created a market for all 
times to come for the surplus hay 
produced in Carson valley, and is re- 


sponsible for the fact that every farm- 
er is in opulent circumstances, that 
every ranch dwelling house is more or 
less a decidedly pretentious and mod- 
ern building, and last but not least, 
that Gardnerville is in existence to- 
day. 


Commenting upon other matters ap- 


pertaining to this valley, it may be 
mentioned that in the bottomland on 
the east fork of the Carson this year, 
the barley' yield on alfalfa land was 
two tons to the acre, while the afalfa 
output in the Same location amounted 
to five tons per acre in two crops. 


On the west side of the valley, which 


receives its irrigation from mountain 
streams and partly from the "west fork 
of the Carson river, only one, but a 
very abunant crop of mixed hay is 
invariably harvested. 


Carson valley, the greater bulk of 


which by far lies in Douglas county, 
covers an area of 375 miles. 


Another valuable industry is Peter 


Heitmann's flouring mill, the only one 
in the valley, which that gentleman 
conducts in addition to his ranch, sit- 
uated six miles southeast of Gardner- 
vine. Owing to the insufficient amount 
of wheat raised here, he is compelled 
to supply the deficiency by buying 
from' San Francisco 
dealers. 
His 


principal consumers, outside of this 
and Smith valley, are Alpine 
and 


Mono counties, and the towns of Car- 
son and Virginia.
